were busy making pizzas for the Wilmington 
football team. Deb told her husband “We 
won’t be getting a delivery for an hour 
because they’re making pizza for the foot- 
ball game.” 

Kevin said, “Let’s go.” 

And so they went. “I was in awe.” Deb told 
the Crier. Now League President, she loves 
football with the same enthusiasm she felt 
then. She has worked hard and continues to 


work to ensure that all protocol is followed 
to a tee. She told the Crier that months of 
training go in to turn out only the best 
coaches. She’s had to turn away parents who 
have not gone through the process. 

In addition, defibrillators and EMTs are on 
hand should a problem arise. Local dentist 
James Ficociello, a long-standing member 
of Wilmington’s Board of Health, has 
recently brought up the question of safety.

According to the representative, 
no charges were filed. 

Allied Waste, a waste disposal and recy- 
cling facility located at 300 Forest Street 
in Peabody, had “no comment” for The 
Crier regarding the accident. On the date 
of the accident, Joshua was an employee 
of Wayne’s Drains, a sewer and drain 
cleaning service in Burlington. Company 
owners could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

A spokesperson for the U.S. Department 
of Labor confirmed that the Andover area 
office of the Occupational Safety and 
Health Administration (OSHA) opened an 
inspection on Friday after being informed 
of the Peabody fatality by local authori- 
ties.

Smith told the Crier by phone “We’re doing everything we 
can. We’re always working to make sure our kids are safe. 
I would never put kids out there to be hurt.”

January. The board sought a public dialogue with repre- 
sentatives from Pop Warner, and made a point to let every- 
one know that in this meeting “there won’t be something 
decided” in terms of changing regulations. .

frustration and anxiety you cannot comprehend adequately. 
She simply doesn’t have access to certain details, but she is 
still a conscious and feeling person who has plenty to offer. 
If you get frustrated, she’ll pick up on it. 


° Dedicate someone to Grandma during the gathering. 

Of course, loving families will want to include Grandma in 
the group, but be careful not to overwhelm her with atten- 
tion. Her brain, which has trouble processing some informa- 
tion, could use assistance - a liaison to help her process 
things. Grandpa could probably use a break; her son or 
daughter may be the best handler during a gathering. 


° Give Grandma purpose; give her a task in the kitchen. 


Keep Grandma, who may’ve been prolific in the kitchen in 
the past, engaged! Simple tasks, such as mashing potatoes 
or stirring gravy, may be best. Engage her in conversation 
about the food. If it’s Grandpa whose suffering dementia, 
include him in a group. Give him a cigar if the other men 
are going outside to smoke. Engage him in a conversation 
about football, which may allow him on his own terms to 
recall details from the past. 


° Use visual imagery & do not ask yes-or-no questions. 


Again, asking someone with Alzheimer’s to remember a 
specific incident 23 years ago 
can be like asking someone 
confined to a wheelchair to 
run a 40-yard dash - it’s 
physically impossible. Don’t 
pigeonhole her. Direct 
Grandma in conversation; 
say things to her that may 
stimulate recollection, but 
don’t push a memory that 
may not be there. Pictures 
are often an excellent tool.

Whether during a holiday gathering or in general, 
Grandma may commit herself to activities she shouldn’t be 
doing, such as driving. 

“She’s been driving for decades, and then she develops a 
memory problem, which not only prevents her from remem- 
bering her condition, but also how to drive safely,” Mills 
says. “This major safety concern applies to any potentially 
dangerous aspect to life.” 

“Currently, there’s a stigma with the condition, but I’ d like 
to change the baseline for how we regard dementia,” Mills 
says. “As with other medical conditions, Alzheimer’s should 
not be about waiting to die - patients often live 15 years or 
more after a diagnosis. It should be about living with it.”

According to Hull, there 
are a number of different 
types of models that com- 
munities use and that the 
town is looking at a couple 
of those models, such as 
hiring a rink manager or 
the possibility of leasing to 
a vendor specifically to 
schedule and manage the 
rink and then “funds would 
come back to the town.” 

“All those types of models 
will be considered. At this 
point in time, we don’t have 
a specific model that we’re 
looking to pursue. I guess 
my tendency is to lean in 
the way of some type of a 
hiring of a vendor to oper- 
ate this, but again that’s 
something that we'll be 
evaluating over the next six 
to eight months, and cer- 
tainly be prepared to have 
something in place for the 
transition.” said Hull.

the control space. 

Art classrooms abut the 
courtyard for plentiful day- 
light and sunshine. Walking 
further along the polished 
concrete block hallways,

which resemble granite, the 
community entrance from 
the parking lot side is ideal- 
ly situated near the gymna- 
sium, cafeteria, and the 
auditorium. 

And those spaces are jew- 
els for the students and resi- 
dents. 

The auditorium offers sta- 
dium seating, a control 
room, seating for 650 people, 
and a gorgeous wood ceiling. 
Music and band rooms are 
located behind the stage- 
side of the auditorium. 

The cafeteria also looks 
onto the courtyard and has 
clubrooms abutting the 
space, making group meet- 
ings more accessible before 
and after school. The cafete- 
ria has a capacity of 300 stu- 
dents, more when the weath- 
er is nice and students can 
sit in the courtyard. 
Balconies at either end of 
the courtyard on the second 
floor offer unique spaces for 
student and teacher use. 

The two-bay gymnasium 
features an elevated walking 
track and a wood floor. The 
walking track takes eight 
times around to make a 
mile. It will have a rubber 
floor and DeLai said it’s get-

the community. The admin- 
istration wants to work out a 
system so that residents, 
particularly seniors, can use 
the space during non-school 
hours. 

Since the entire building is 
climate controlled, the gym 
will provide an alternate 
graduation location, and 
may become the primary 
location for commencement 
exercises, said officials. 

Classrooms are large and 
bright, with smaller break- 
out classrooms allowing 
small group work. Even 
nooks have whiteboards and 
comfy furniture to help with 
informal student collabora- 
tion. Teachers will have 
desks in interdepartmental 
workrooms where they can 
further foster collaboration 
horizontally across the fac- 
ulty. 

Wireless access points are 
stationed all over the build- 
ing, along with six server 
rooms to meet the data 
loads required in, wait for it, 
a 21st century school.

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game but kept coming back 
and back and back. 

While several comeback 
tries fell short, the differ- 
ence in the game was the 
skill kids for Tewksbury 
made more plays.

The duo of 
Sullivan and Morris figured 
in Tewksbury's first five 
touchdowns, before another 
skillful kid named Tom 
Casey polished off the scor- 
ing with about seven minutes 
left in the fourth quarter. 

“We had it turned on all day 
and Wilmington just made 
some plays against us,” said 
Redmen coach _ Brian 
Aylward. “That wasn't cal- 
culated by any stretch of the 
imagination. We knew we 
were in for a dogfight. We 
knew that we had to come 
out and do some different 
kinds of things. 

“They are a well-coached 
team and certainly well- 
coached on the things that 
we do. We have known that 
for years, and also known 
that Coach Barry is going to 
have those guys ready for 
the things that we have 
worked hard on, so we knew 
that we had to come out and 
do some different things to 
get the ball rolling. 

“Defensively we had a cou- 
ple of stops. I give them a 
ton of credit at 21-0 to stay 
within their game plan and 
get the push that we thought 
they would get. And they did 
with some of the things they 
executed.” 

Wilmington played its best 
game of the season offen- 
sively and scored more 
points against Tewksbury 
than any of its previous 11 
opponents including Everett, 
North Andover and 
Marblehead. The Wildcats 
(47) 
grit rallying back everytime 
they could. 

“People have been down on 
us with the record and I 
understand that and I don't 
mean to be defeatist or any- 
thing but this team has 
shown character all year,” 
said Wilmington head coach 
Mike Barry. “It hasn't been 
an easy year in some regard, 
and I look at our stats and 
our stats say that we should 
have a much better record 
but we just struggled at 
times to get a first down or 
to score. 

“These kids worked very 
hard all season and they 
weren't about to quit. After 
the Revere game, _ they 
reached deep and_ they 
played a hell of a game 
against Somerville and 
another hell of a game today. 
The record isn't what we 
wanted it to be but when you 
coach high school kids and 
you're not proud to be their 
coach, then you probably 
shouldn't be coaching.” 

This was a game of flip- 
flop. Tewksbury owned the 
first quarter, Wilmington 
owned the second, and then 
Tewksbury came up with a 
huge defensive stop on the 
opening drive of the third 
quarter to regain that 
momentum and score two 
more times. 

“(That defensive stop to 
open the third quarter was) 
huge,” said Aylward. “That 
was the thing is we knew 
that we could do that. That 
was a huge drive. Put it this 
way - anytime we had a stop, 
it was a huge drive in the 
game and any time we 
scored, it was a huge drive in 
the game.

Morris connected with 
Sullivan for a 20-yard pass 
play on the first play .of the 
game. Four plays later 
Sullivan scored on a 22-yard 
run going to his right, and 
Mitchell Miskell kicked his 
first of six PATs on the day. 

After Wilmington followed 
with a three-and-out, it took 
just two plays before Morris 
found Sullivan with a float- 
ing pass where he caught it 
17 yards ahead at the 
Redmen 45 before going the 
rest of the way untouched for 
a 72-yard TD reception mak- 
ing it 14-0 just 5:09 into the 
game. 

Wilmington again was 
forced to punt and 
Tewksbury took over on its 
own 23. Four plays later, 
Morris found senior Ryan 
Bednarek for a 48-yard 
strike, the receiver's third 
TD of the season and quickly 
the visitor's had a 21-0 lead 
with 2:12 left in the first 
quarter. 

That's when Wilmington 
went back to its original 
Wing-T offensive, getting rid 
of the Wildcat which lasted 
four-plus quarters. 

“We didn't practice (the 
Wing-T) all week,” said 
Barry. “We had success with 
the Wildcat against 
Somerville and the kids felt 
good about it. That was the 
plan going in. But with the 
snap, and not doing it all 
season, it just seemed slow 
to me today (so that's why 
we changed it up). We just 
made some decisions on the 
fly -and--went--with -some 
Wing-T stuff. 

“Matt (Penney) ran the 
ball very well and we were 
able to get some (yards) 
early, and the other kid was 
Mike (Carroccino).

Reading Symphony 
Orchestra 
finds new leader 


By PAUL FEELY 


When the Reading 
Symphony Orchestra began a 
search for a new music direc- 
tor and conductor, members 
of the search committee did- 
n’t have to look very far. The 
best candidate for the job was 
waiting right next door in 
Wakefield. 

George Ogata of Wakefield 
led the Reading Symphony 
Orchestra in concert last 
month, his debut as conductor 
of the famed local orchestra. 
The program _ included 
Mendelssohn’s Hebrides 
Overture, Carmen Suite #1 by 
Georges Bizet, and Dvorak’s 
Symphony #8 in G Major. 

The Reading Symphony 
Orchestra formed in 1931 with 
then Reading High School 
music teacher Samuel Peck 
leading the ensemble. In the 
decades since then, the RSO 
has had only six conductors, 
including Jim Roth and Dan 
Abbott. Maestro — Roland 
Vazquez, who led the orches- 
tra for the past 18 seasons, 
announced he would be retire 
at the end of last season, and 
the RSO organization formed 
a search committee and 
began the process of finding 
the next Music Director and 
Conductor of the orchestra. 

This process began a year 
ago, and included interview- 
ing 17 candidates last spring 
to determine a field of three 
semi-finalists, which included 
conductors Ray McDaniels, 
George Ogata, and Ben 
Vickers. Auditions were held 
during the first 6 weeks of this 
season, with each candidate 
conducting the orchestra for a 
two-week interval. 

The final selection process 
was very difficult, as all of the 
candidates were well qualified 
and well liked by the orches- 
tra musicians. 

“The final decision was an

extremely tough one as (the 
candidates) were very evenly 
matched musically, which 
showed in all the evaluations 
by the orchestra members,” 
said Jim Dolham, chairman 
of the Music Director Search 
Committee. “It came down to 
several intangible items that 
swayed the Committee in 
favor of George Ogata. The 
primary item being his ener- 
getic approach and what we 
felt was his ability to grow the 
orchestra musically as well as 
physically. Living in Wakefield 
he has fairly strong ties to the 
local community and connec- 
tions with many other ensem- 
bles including the MIT 
Summer Philharmonic.” 

On October 23, 2014, the 
RSO Board of Directors 
appointed Ogata as the sev- 
enth music director and con- 
ductor in the history of the 
orchestra. 

The RSO has on old and 
cherished tradition of provid- 
ing quality music to the 
Greater Reading Community. 
It began in 1931 when a talent- 
ed and dedicated Reading 
High School music teacher 
named Samuel W. Peck 
brought together a few high 
school students and interested 
musicians and started the 
Reading Civic Orchestra, 
rehearsing in the home of 
Mrs. Bigelow, where he was 
boarding. From those begin- 
nings, the Reading Symphony 
Orchestra grew and went on 
to survive the depression of 
the 1930’s, two world wars, and 
a number of international 
conflicts. 

The group has attracted 
players from 28 communities 
and four states, and played to 
an increasingly wider audi- 
ence in a variety of venues. 

Ogata was the Conductor 
of the Longy Youth Chamber 
Orchestra, building the senior 
youth orchestra program at 
Longy School of Music of Bard 
College into an esteemed 
ensemble in the Greater 
Boston area. Since 1996, Mr. 
Ogata has taken LYCO on 
acclaimed tours worldwide, 
with successful visits to 
France, Finland, Spain, 
Austria, Czech Republic, 
Washington, D.C., and most 
recently Canada. In the 2006- 
2007 season, he served one 
year as the Conductor of the 
Honors Chamber Orchestra of 
the Nashoba Youth Orchestra. 
In 1995, Ogata founded the 
MIT Summer Philharmonic 
Orchestra (MITSPO) as its 
Music Director and 
Conductor. 

Ogata graduated from the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology with a Bachelor of 
Science degree in biology and 
minor in music. His violin 
teachers included Richard 
Gordon, Dale King, and 
Robert Koff. Ogata studied 
conducting with James 
Yannatos, and he was selected 
to participate in master class- 
es with Michael Charry, 
Gunther Schuller, Brian 
Priestman, and Lawrence 
Leighton Smith. In addition to

“I studied conducting with Dr. 
James Yannatos in 1995,” said 
Ogata. “He conducted the 
Harvard/Radcliffe orchestra. I 
also= took some workshops and master classes with the 
Conductor’s Guild. Dr. Yannatos was very influential in my 
approach to conducting and musical vision. He taught me effi- 
cient and concentrated use of the baton.” 

« Ogata said in an interview there are differences conducting 
and adults. 

“Kids have less experience,” said Ogata. “I will help shape 
their instincts a lot more, and get them used to working in an 
ensenible, not as individual performers, but as contributors to 
a‘whole. They have to learn a new mindset. Often the repertoire 
we perform is their first introduction to works in a particular 
style. So they have to get used to classical vs. baroque vs. con- 
temporary playing. 

» “When I audition players for the orchestra, I’m not thinking, 
first, “is this person going to be a good orchestral player?” I am 
asking, “are they able to technically be proficient enough so 
that ‘they won’t be drowning when they play the repertoire?” 
Then, in the orchestra, I can shape their approach to playing, 
help make them more aware of the fact that they have to blend, 
but still have to put that same intensity into the playing.” 

’ Ogata’s favorite composer is a familiar name. 

~ “When I was younger, I would have said Brahms and Mahler. 
Now it’s Beethoven,” said Ogata. “I really love a wide variety 
of composers and enjoy all kinds of music, but Beethoven is the 
composer whose music I’ve performed the most, and he is my 
ultimate favorite. There is such power in his music, and you can 
see how the orchestra’s voice was liberated by him, even 
though his music originally used small forces.” 

- The November 23 performance by the RSO marked the 
ensemble’s transition to a new era of music making. Ogata 
began the concert by leading the orchestra in Mendelssohn’s 
Hebrides Overture. Inspired by the beauty of Scotland’s 
Hebrides Islands, Mendelssohn crafted a piece in which “the 
opening ten measures included the opening, pervading motive 
suggesting the rollicking ocean waves, lingering sea mist, cav- 
ernous echoes and all” according to Ogata in his program 
notes... 

‘ Roland Vazquez, Conductor Emeritus, then took the podium 
before the musicians for the final time, leading them in selec- 
tions from Bizet’s grand opera Carmen. The final piece of the 
program, Dvorak’s Symphony #8 in G Major, was the first piece 
in which Vazquez conducted the orchestra 18 years ago.
